Treaſurer, and before them Sir Morice Abbot, who was Governour or Deputy 22 years toge- 
ther, and in Q. Eliz. and K. James the Firſts time,Sir Thomas Smith was often Governour and 
the Principal Manager ; And that man now living in the chief conduct and managery of-the 
Dutch Eaſ-Izd4ia Company,is that ancient moſt experienced and prudent Mr. Peter Van Dam. 
5. if we may credit that contemned but wiſe Author Machzavel, he. tells us, The ſtate of 
Florence when 1t was a Commonwealth never proſpered,but when ſome one Citizen arrived 
at Reputation enough to moderate the Councils of the Commonwealth. 


6. We dare appeal tothe Honourable Sir William Temple, who we think has made the beſt |
